SERIOUS OUTBREAKS. 


Strikers Attack tbe Workmun 


In tbo Cofco ItegUmti. 


The KIoi«n n limber !!,ooo nod »r* 


Armed Wim ««•*, Irtni Ban, 


UKIOKTOWK, Pa., April 4— Tho war 


between the strikers and tbo workmen 
il now on in earnest and a, number ol 
serious outbreaks are reported. The 
worst of th«e was s murderous aiaault 
on Andj 1 tiller, a Hungarian, near 
Trotler, uliurtly before midnight. Ho 
waa attacked by fifty rioters, and being 
taken for s. workman, wan horribly 
beaten with clubs and atones. Uo waa 
released only when thought to bed«ad. 
He will not live. Trotter was the 
acono of tho wildcat disorder, nearly 
1.000 Hungarians, having camped there 
For tho night Tliey took possession of 
tho company's grounds and carried on 
iu n meat disgraceful manner. The 
Leisaenning and Trotter works of the 
Friefc company havo been running 
except when forced out by lb« rioters. 


Shortly before midnight A squad of 


fifty men camo across Andrew Miller 
on bis way from Mayer to Trotter. He 
• a striker from tlie Trotter workt, but 
live* at Moyer. from which place be was 
coming when attacked. 
The striken* 


took him for a workman and, without 
asking nny questions, uiaultod him 
and beat him into insensibility with 
clubs and alone*. 
CoTered with Wood 


and unconscious, be wu left lying on 
the road. 


The mob that camped at Trailer 


moved to Heir Haven, where they were 
oined by striken from tho eoulhera 
end of the regions. 
They number 


nearly 2.000 men and all aro armed 
withgnna, iron barp, picks and shovel*. 
Thia aflernoon they started northward 
for the purpose of visiting all tho 
workj between Connellstillo and Mt. 
'lewant, where the strike hai never 
wn

Very Hills resistance WM 
offered, and now all the pUntsYjuth of 
Conpellsville ate ahut down. The men

The riotera bad nuembled in 
orge number* and were parading about 
the works with colors flying. Tbe men 
were working both in the yards and in 
tho pits, and the striken aaked th«m 
to come out. No r*ipon«e was given.

armed deputies were in charge of the 
works and warned the atrikera not to 
trespass. The rioters paid no attention 
to it and made a rush on the works 
The lirst move called forth a volley of 
shot from tbe guards and one Hungar- 
ian fell mortally wounded. 


The invaders turned and Hod carry' 


ing thoir wounded companion with 
them and leaving the plants in opera- 
lion. About fifteen shola were fired. 
U is said some were fired by the strik- 
ers, but they deny it and aay it wu an 
unprovoked assault upon them by the 
guards. The rioters returned to Ibeir 
place of rendeivous and are rapidly 
massing men for another attack. The 
greatest excitement prevails and a 
pitched battle of greater magnitude 
and with more serious rosulla in ex 
pected.
